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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restriction 

1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 

L Claims 1-6, drawn to a method using shaking motion of less than 2100 cycles per 
minute, classified in class 800, subclass 278. 

II. Claims 7-12, drawn to a method using shaking motion in at least two of the x axis, 
y and z axes, classified in class 800, subclass 278. 

III. Claim 13, drawn to a method using shaking motion not less than 1 .3 cm radially 
from axis of rotation, classified in class 435, subclass 470. 

IV. Claims 14-18, drawn to a method using a single whisker mediated transformation 
step, classified in class 435, subclass 468. 

V. Claim 18, drawn to a method using shaking motion for at least 1 second, 
classified in class 435, subclass 470. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
Inventions I-V are unrelated. Inventions are unrelated if it can be shown that they are not 
disclosed as capable of use together and they have different modes of operation, different 
functions, or different effects (MPEP § 806.04, MPEP § 808.01). In the instant case the different 
inventions have different modes of operation. The claimed transformation methods use different 
shaking motions of different speeds, different directions, different distance, different time 
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periods, and different number of whiskers, which would result in different transformation 
efficiency and outcome. 



separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, different searches, or 
recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 
For example, a search of the prior art for shaking speed would not necessarily uncover references 
teaching shaking in particular directions, radial axis distance, or shaking time periods.
